Motorcycle is officei's ‘office’ 


There is a familiar face seen here and there 
around Sierra Madre, a face that speaks authority. 
His name is Officer M. L. Thomas who is Sierra 
Madre’s only motorcycle police officer. 

And although we are seeing him more and more 
in downtown Sierra Madre, he has actually been 
a motorcycle policeman here for two years, and a 
Sierra Madre police officer for three more. 

“Wherever he sends me is where I go,” Officer 
Thomas says, referring to Sierra Madre Police Chief 
Bill Betts. 

Until recently, Thomas was assigned only for 
special functions such as the July 4 parade, the 
Candlelight Walk, escorting the Rose Float on Dec. 
31 and other special traffic enforcement. However, 
Betts is utilizing the motorcycle policeman more 
and more and so that now he is “heavily into 
enforcement of the U-turn, double yellow line 
and pedestrian problems.” 

The chief directs Thomas’ endeavors such as 
“watch those violations, check out unregistered 
vehicles” — almost all vehicle code-related. He ex¬ 
plains that his work consists mostly for the citizens 
and vehicle codes involving those pteople. 

Why was Thomas assigned these tasks? The 
enterprising officer put together a package and 
submitted it to the police department who in turn 
gave it to the City Council for an OK. Because 
of his background experience in motorcycles, Tho-

Mobassaly Engineering low bidder 
for street repair of Grandview 


Mobassaly Engineering, Inc. from Azusa was 
low bidder for the street repair for Grandview 
Ave., from Michillinda to Baldwin. Their estimate 
was $247,323.20, which was $73,276.80 below 
the estimated cost for reconstruction of the existing 
pavement and construction of the curbs, gutters, 
sidewalks, driveways and drainage structures of one 
of Sierra Madre’s busiest thoroughfares. 

The highest bid to come in out of the 13 
bids was for $385,179.55, and the next lowest 
bid to Mobassaly was $249,915.70. 

A city-county cooperative agreement provides 
for the citv to finance the construction cost of the 


project. This is part of the Federal-aid/Urban 
(F.A.U.) Program covered with the state. The 
county will be reimbursed for a portion of the 
cost of this project. Sufficient funds to cover 
the county's share of the cost are included in the 
1988-89 Road Fund Budget. 

The county is in the process of awarding the 
bid after which there will be pre-construction 
meetings, on-site meetings with the city, the county 
and with the contractor. At that point, which is 
between 30 and 45 days after the county awards 
the bid, the contractor will determine the startup 
date. 




Hospital guards assist in 
apprehension of car thief ring 


Two Methodist Hospital security guards are 
credited with breaking up a car theft ring last 
Friday. 

Head Hospital Security Guard Herbert Marro- 
quin and Guard Donald Walker were in the right 
place at the right time to observe suspicious 
circumstances in the hospital parking lot that day. 

“We consistently observe our lot to discourage 
people from parking here and going to the race 
track,” said Lew Wagman, senior vice president, 
administrative services at Methodist. “One of our 
security guards was on the roof of the hospital 
and one was in the lot. A suspect drove in with an 
Audi, parked, got out of the car and began to w'alk 
toward the golf course wall. The guard on the roof 
whistled to attract his attention; however, the man 
continued. So the guard on the roof radioed to 
the other guard in the lot and asked him to check 
the Audi. Both moved toward the car when the 
suspect, in another auto with another suspect, drove 


into the hospital parking lot. The guards asked them 
what they were doing and the first suspect said it 
was not his car. The guard asked, ‘Then why 
did I see you get out of the Audi?’ At that point, 
security radioed our PBX operators who requested 
the Arcadia police and our men held the suspects 
until the police arrived,” Wagman told The News. 

A group of seven suspects were allegedly 
involved in stealing cars from the race track, 
probably none of the cars being taken from the 
hospital lot. Wagman pointed out that the race 
track “is a prime area for stealing cars.” 

When police got to the Audi, its motor was 
running, a right rear window was smashed and the 
ignition had been hot wired. 

Arcadia police apprehended another suspect, 
a juvenile, just as he got out of a Chevrolet 
Monte Carlo, also stolen. Later they found a 
12 gauge shotgun and a 357 magnum in the auto.

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Rre prevention 
hints for homeowners 


There are four basic steps the Cali¬ 
fornia FAIR Plan — a statewide fire in¬ 
surance pool that insures brush area 
properties — recommends you can take 
to help protect your home from loss if 
there is a fire: 


1. Clear Space — Provide space around 
your home that is free of native brush. 

The more clear space you have, 
the better protected you are. Clear 
space not only prevents fire from closing 
in on your home, but also provides 
working space for the fire fighters 
battling the blaze. 


2. Non-Combustible Roofs — Whenever 
possible, install a non-combustible roof 
or a fire-resistant roof. In a brush fire, 
“flying brands” very often spread the 
flames to wood shingled roofs. Flaming 
wood shingles, carried by the wind, have 
caused fires to ignite in properties miles 
away from the brush fire area. 


3. Water Supply — Work with the fire 
department to see that you have an ade¬ 
quate water supply in your immediate 
area for fire fighting. Wells, storage 
tanks, a swimming pool or spa with a 
pump and generator can be used to com¬ 
bat a fire, as your normal water pres¬ 
sure may be low during a major brush 
fire. 


4. Access Roads — See that your com¬ 
munity provides reasonable access roads 
to your home. Fire fighting equipment 
must be able to get close to your 
home to save it. Move recreational or 
secondary vehicles from driveways 
or streets to ensure better access by fire 
equipment

MAIN STREET

Now that the subject has been raised there 
will be a lot of talk about the impact the 1986 
Unreinforced Masonry Building Law will have 
on downtown properties. 

This state law, usually referred to as the 
URM, was enacted to reduce the predicted 
devastating loss of life and to mitigate pro¬ 
perty damage that is projected to result in sec¬ 
tions of California when a major earthquake 
strikes. Living, as we do, on top of a major 
fault, we are sharply aware that such a natural 
event is forecast to occur sometime within the 
next 20-30 years. For those in their mid- 
to late-’80t, this is probably not much on 
their minds. For the rest of us. and especially 
for downtown building and property owners 
there is good reason to want to know more 
about the URM

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Pasadena Chamber opposes 
growth control ordinance

The Pasadena Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce wil! 
oppose two measures 
slated for the March 
elections, stating “they 
are counterproductive 
to any of the solutions 
of growth management.” 

The ISOO-member busi¬ 
ness group announced 
opposition to both 
the city of Pasadena 
Board of Director’s 
Growth Management 
Referendum and 
the Pasadena Residents 
In Defense of Environ¬ 
ment (PRIDE) initiative. 

The proponents of 
both issues feel that 
growth is out of con¬ 
trol, and that the city’s 
present tools for deal¬ 
ing with growth prob¬ 
lems are inadequate. 

Chamber President 
Donald L. Pollard 
stated, “The chamber 
believes that the city of 
Pasadena is one of the 
finest places in metro¬ 
politan Los Angeles to 


live and work, and 
that the existing plan¬ 
ning tools are adequate 
to meet the challenges, 
without resorting to limi¬ 
tations that unreason¬ 
ably interfere with the 
law of supply and 
demand. To do this 
creates more problems 
than it solves.” 

In taking the action, 
the Chamber Board stated 
that the inflexibility of 
initiative legislation un¬ 
duly limits the ability of 
the city to respond to 
new challenges; and, in 
the situation of the 
Pride initiative, 
buries the useable plan¬ 
ning tools for the rest 
of the century. 

Pollard said, “The 
chamber believes that 
problems of urban 
growth must be dealt with 
regionally and by indi¬ 
vidual communities 
working together with a 
complete set of plan¬ 
ning tools. Pasadena 
must, for its part, work 


for the completion of 
the freeway system as 
a method of reducing 
traffic congestion; 
alert the entire San 
Gabriel Valley of the 
need to preserve and 
develop the existing 
Santa Fe right-of-way; 
and, encourage efforts to 
increase the availability 
of affordable housing 
rather than reduce it.” 

“The chamber be¬ 


lieves the city has be¬ 
come a successful urban 
area with the prospect 
of remaining econom¬ 
ically healthy as a result 
of the work done in the 
past using existing plan¬ 
ning tools and proceed- 
ures. Pasadena can only 
remain economically 
healthy if it retains its 
ability to respond 
effectively,” President 
Pollard concluded.

to attend the class. 

Russell said he became 
convinced of the need 
for “positive” parental 
consent, along with 
full disclosure of course 
content, after he received 
numerous complaints 
from concerned parents 
and leaders of family- 
organizations about a new 
sex education curriculum 
being pilot tested in 
approximately 25 Cali¬ 
fornia schools.
